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1 . (Twice Amended) A replication deficient adenoviral vector comprising a 
nucleic acid sequence encoding pigment epithelium-derived factor (PEDF) or a 
therapeutic fragment thereof, wherein the nucleic acid sequence is operably linked to 
regulatory sequences necessary for expression of PEDF or a therapeutic fragment thereof 
and wherein the adenoviral vector is lacking all or part of the El region and all or part of 
the E4 region . 

[3. The adenoviral vector of claim 1 , wherein the adenoviral vector is replication 
deficient.] 

4. (Twice Amended) The adenoviral vector of claim [3] J_, wherein the 
adenoviral vector is lacking all [or part] of the El region. 

5. (Twice Amended) The adenoviral vector of claim [4] J_, wherein the 
adenoviral vector is lacking all or part of the Ela region [and/or] and is lacking all or part of 
the E lb region. 

6. (Twice Amended) The adenoviral vector of claim [3] 5, wherein the 
adenoviral vector is lacking all [or part] of the E4 region. 
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[7. The adenoviral vector of claim 3, wherein the adenoviral vector is multiply- 
deficient.] 

8. (Twice Amended) The adenoviral vector of claim [7] 6, wherein the 
adenoviral vector is lacking [all or part of the El region,] all or part of the E3 region[, and all 
or part of the E4 region]. 

9. (Twice Amended) The adenoviral vector of claim [7] J_, wherein the 
adenoviral vector is lacking [all or part of the El region,] all or part of the E2 region[, and all 
or part of the E3 region]. 

[10. The adenoviral vector of claim 9, wherein the adenoviral vector is further 
lacking all or part of the E4 region.] 
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
